A. I. PASSPORT AND NATIONALITY REGISTRATION CARD FILE 

II. INDIVIDUAL REGISTRATION CARDS OF THE UNITED STATES CITIZENS 

WHO HAVE OBTAINED DOCUMENTATION AND/OR REGISTERED AT THE CONSULATE 

GENERAL AS UNITED STATES CITIZENS. THE FILE ALSO CONTAINS 

LOOK OUT NOTICES RECEIVED FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE; THESE 

NOTICES COVER INDIVIDUALS WHOSE REQUESTS FOR PASSPORT 

SERVICES OR REGISTRATION MUST BE REFERRED TO THE DEPARTMENT 

OF STATE FOR INSTRUCTIONS. AMERICAN CITIZENS WHO HAVE 

ENCOUNTERED DIFFICULTIES IN NEARBY CONSULAR DISTRICTS, SUCH 

AS LOST/STOLEN PASSPORTS, ARRESTS, RUNAWAY MINORS, ARE INCLUDED 

IN THIS CARD FILE.

DOCUMENTS CONCERNING MERCHANT SEAMEN WHO ARE SIGNED ON OR OFF 
UNITED STATES FLAG VESSELS IN THE PORT OF HAMBURG.

IV. HISORICALLY A BASIC FUNCTION OF THE FOREIGN SERVICE,

V. NOT AVAILABLE TO AGENCIES OR PERSONS OUTSIDE THE DEPART- 
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MENT OF STATE WITH THE EXCEPTION OF LOCAL AUTHORITES

BE DESCRIBED IN THIS CABLE. IN ADDITION, ECON/COMMERCIAL SECTION 
MAINTAINS ALPHABETICAL CONTACT FILES WHICH CONTAIN ONLY 

BUSINESS (CALLING) CARDS OF PERSONS MET, REGARDLESS OF 
NATIONALITY, OR THE SAME INFORMATION WITHOUT BUSINESS 
CARDS.
